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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Sherer teaches a RAM, a CPU, and a program memory, clearly more than one memories (fig 3, col. 5-6). Furthermore, Jones teaches 
multiple memories to store different values used for security purposes and preventing access to information stored on a memory card. 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Regarding the Official Notice, Examiner points to Jones description col. 5, Nines 10-20, where the structure is described, comprising 
multiple memories, including write once, imutable, read only memory. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Sherer teaches only a single memory module, Examiner respectfully submits that, one, the number 
of memory modules does not determine patentability, since such alleged improvement to the system of Sherer would have been obvious 
to someone of ordinary skill in the art, and two, Sherer does explicitly show a program memory subdivided into multiple segments or 
modules (fig. 3). It is further submitted that Sherer teaches this feature, see col. 5lines 55-67 and col. 6, where the authentication is 
described, and how the information for authentication is provided, using additional memory. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Examiner is using hindsight with respect to the feature of erasing the information from the volatile 
memory at the completion of the session, Examiner respectfully submits that such argument ignores the fact that at the time the invention 
as made, one-time passwords were conventional and well known. Sherer further discloses and/or suggests this feature in columns 5-6, 
where the information used for authentication is provided/generated. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
